for a while, teftified againft the abominations of Rome ; 
yet, after a while, ahey‘fell. i into the fame abominations 
in'a greater er lefs degree, and when they came to the 
fame thing, they took on themfelves the fame name. In 
the courfe of this fort hiftory, I-fhall fhew whex and how 
vthis order «of men called the clergy, rofe in the other 
churches, who teftified againft the abominations of the 
.church of ‘Rome, and-her clergy. 

A fhort account of the clergy of this century, a: 
~given by Moficim, muft fuffice. It mukt be remembered, 
that it was in this century, that Luther came out from 
the church of Rome, and bore a public teftimony againf 

_-that horrid community. -In this.century the clergy car- 
ried on the trade of felling indulgences to the highett pitch, 
which was the firft beginning of Luther’s war with the 

. ‘Pope. .dndulgence, is this, a power from the Pope to 
 adminifier the remiffion of all fins paf, prefent, and te come, 
however enormous their-nature, to thofe who were rich enough 
9 purchafe them.” This authority from the Pope was 

-founded on this declaration of the Roman bifhops ; viz. 
Thai one drop of Chrift’s blood, being fufficient to redeem the 
whole human race; the remaining quantity, that was foed ix 
the garden and upon the Crofi, was left as a legacy to the 

@ church, to be a treafure, fromm whence indulgences were to be 
drawn and adminifiered by the Roman pontifs.” Sucha 
‘ ¢ mult have an horrid appearance inthe prefent 
day. How fhould we feel to fee a man proclaiming 

throagh our flreets, indulgences in fin, faying, “ for {0 

amuch-mioney I will pardon any fin, paft, prefent, or to 

-come,’’ he would be copfidered an objeé of ridicule.

This is evident from: wha he faid, and did:; and 
from the teftimony of the apaltles. He Says, John v. 28, 
sf ye a not at.this, for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that-ate in the graves fhall-hear his voice, and fhall 
come forth.” Verfe 21, ‘For as the Father raifesh up 
the dead, and quickeneth them, even fo the Son quicken- 
eth, whom he wil,” John vi. 40, “ And this is the will of 
him.that feat me,,that.every.one that feeth the Son, and 
believeth: on him, may have everlafling life, and I will 
raife him up at.the-laft-day.’”?

to admire. He fays, “it becomes us, therefore, to ad- 

mire and adore the wifdom of God, in bringing good out 

of evil.””. As though a bear had brought forth a lamb! 

an eagle had hatched from her eggs, a dove! ~ the 
thorn bufh bore figs! and the vines of Sodom produced 

the moft delicious wines! 

All this is introductory to the Sermon, and paves 
the way to the divine puan he-mentions, and to an imita- 
tion of the church of Rome in fending forth miffonaries to 
build up a community, which otherwile wouldioon-come 
to nothing. 

The author’s explanation. of the river in his text is- 
this—-“ This river is a fymbolical exhibition of the in- 
creafe of grace in the heart of exery chriftian, and of the 
progrefs of the gofpel in the world.” :
